In all 
which tyme,Queene Elizabeth did ne= 
uer {o much as once vouchſafe to ſee 
her , or heare her ſpeake. In the end 
when ſheaccepted of the meanes that 
was offered her for theeſcaping out of 
her vniuſt impriſonment, ſhe was mur. 
thered with an axe , by the hands of the 
comon Hang-man; which moſt foule 
and great murther was comitted to the 
everlaſting diſhonour & ſhame of falſe 
Tuſtice, becaule 1t was done vnder the 
cloke and colour of true Tuſtice : for ſhe 


being an abſolute & Soucraigne Princes 


| of her{elfe,was no{ubie& vnto Queens 


Elizabeth, or vnto her lawes , and yet 
notwithitanding ſhe was condemned

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as a criminall ſubie&. A moſt Tyran? 
nous example , of very murther, and 
iniuſtice , vnto all enſuyng poſterity .

In fic he was hanged , and this was at 
laſt the reward he got for the good of- 
fices he had done. Taerealon why he 
was hanged, leemerh to haue byn , that 
if they had ler him live, & not giuen 
him ling according to his defyre , he 
might hauc diſcoucred many fecrets:he 
wrote a letter vnta the Queene out of 
the Tower,wherin among other things 
he ſayd vnto her: Pitty poore Parry, and 
reliewe him, for life without {iuing i not fit 
for him. 

It is no cuſtome that a criminal 
off:nder , and inſo haynous a matter as 
the murthering of a Prince,ſhall not on- 
ly wryte to be ler at liberty , bur to be 
prouided of meanes toliue by .xe knew 
well that they knew , that the counſell 

whigh 
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which he ſaid was giuen him by a Te- 
ſuite 1n Italy , was but an inuention 
of his owne head for the more conueni- 
ent perſecuting of ſuch , as might be 
found to have reccaued lefuytes into 
their howles (of the confiſcation of 
whoſe goods Parry might haue had his 
ſhare) but it ſo fell out , that Parry play- 
ed wily-beguyle himſelfe . For when 
he came to the gallovyes , and ſavy 
how the matter went , he grew fo” 
1]] contented, that he plainly ſayd, that 
the Queene after his death would ſay , 
that ihe had loſt the beſt keeper of her 
parke . 

Some yeares after the death of Pay- 
ry , one Edvard Squyre was alſo han- 
ged,whoas it was giuen out,did meane 
to poylon the Queene & Earle of Eſſex, 
( whoafterward by the ſayd Queene 
was put to death.) This Fquire came out 
of Spayne, and (ayd thata IJeſuyte there 
had coillelled him to poiſon the Queen, 


and the Eacle . The poyſon he fayd was

delivered him in a bladder in Spayze, & 
tizrewith he ſhould annoint the faddle 
wieron the Earle ſhould ryde, and the 
chayre wherin the Queene ſhould fic . 
This mutt haue byn a very wonderfull 
poylon , that a chayre & a ſaddle being 
but annoynted therewith, 1t would kill 
thoſe who thould fit 1n the one , & ride 
on the other » 

| Whocanotthinke this to be a moſt 
palpable lye ? how muſt he then ſpeed 
that muſt bring this forcetull poyſon in 
a bladder (if any bladder could contein 
It) and anoynt it on the chayre and on 
the ſaddle? But the lying tooliſh knaue 
that came with this tale in his mouth, 
vpon hope of reward, becauſe he would 
not performe the buſines , but diſcone» 
red 1t, was notwithſtanding rewarded 
at Tiburne with a halter , which was 
held neceflary , becauſe it mighe be 
thought the Queene had much reaſs ro 
ſuſtaine the quarrell of the Hollanders ; 
{ceing Spayne ſo much hated her , thar 
muſe 
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murtherers were {ent from thence for 


her deſtruction : for Squyre was ouer- 
borne by the force and torment of the 
racke, tointend & meane the thing in= 
deed that himlſelte came to reueale, and 
ſo was hanged , notwithſtanding he 
was a good Proteſtant . 

As concerning the conſtant and 
olorious Martyr Father Edmund Campt- 
an , who with others ( to wit thirteene 
in number) was condemned for havin 
in Rome,and Rhemes conſpired the 
Queens death, as a couple of moſt falſe 
witnelics 2firmed, 15as ſheametull and 
yniul 4 matter, as euer any did paſſe 
by way and courſe of luſtice : for after 
theſe falle witneſſes , had taken their 
oathes, that theſe thirteene perſons had 
arRome,and Rhemes on ſuch and ſuch 
days,of ſuch-8& ſuch moneths, of ſuch a 
yeare,conſ{1hired the Queens death , one 
Mayſter Thomas Eancaſtey a Gentle- 
man , and one Mayſiter Wifiam Nicol- 
{0n., being there preſent , and both cre- 

Ds5 dit- 
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dit-worthy perſons , did offer toproue 
by dtuers witneſſes , that ſome of 
theſe thirteen perſons had not byn our 
of En:land that yeare, wherin the falſe 
witneſſes had {worne they conſpired 
the Queens death in Rome, & Rhemes: 
& that they had not bin out of England 
in ſome yeares , both before that yeare 
and after it: and the priſoners them- 
{z]ues proteſted at the Barre, on their 
ſoules,that 1n all the dayes of their lyues 
they had neuer byn all togeather at one 
tym21noneplace, but only there that 

very day. And albeit the proteſtation 

and offzr of proate made by the two 
perſons before named, had byn ſuffici- 
ent in all law and iuſtice throughout 
the world to haue diſcouered thele falſe 
witneſſes, and to haue cauſed them to 
haue had their deſerued puniſhment,yee 
proceeded the Tudges forward in inin- 
ſtice, and condemned Father Edyzund 

Campian, & almoſt all the reſt to death , 

az being culpable of that conſpiration , 

Where 
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whereof by theſe talſe witneſſes they 
were ac-uled , Bur at this we need not 
wonder if we coni:der what che ITuitice 
was of this Queene , who letted not to 
make a law,direaly contrary to the law 
of Go and all the world , that gne wit- 
neſſz only ſhould be ſufficient, for the 
condemnation of a man to the lofle of 
lifeand goods, if it were in a caſe cone 
cerning herfelfe : which withont all 
doubt may cauſe wonderful inwſtice in 
a colitrey where ſuch perfidious people 
are inough to be found , as for reward 
will not make ({cruple to take any oath, 
agaynſt whoſoeuer it be,ler the cauſe be 
what it will : and the more in the cauſe 
of the Prince, whereby hope of fauour 
and greater reward , 1s giuen . But be- 
caule the hiſtory of this glorious mar= 
tyr , and of thoſe others alſo that were 
with him condemned , 15 publiſhed to 
the world in Print inthe Latin rongue, 
T ſhall not need in this matter farther 
to enlarge my lelte. 

That 
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That King Penry the fourth of Frice 
was hurt by on2 Tohn Chaſtell at Paris 
Who meant to haue killed him ſome 
years before he was killed by Ranaillas , 
is knowne to all the world. This Cha- 
Fell, had ſomtyme byn a ſcholler in the 
{chooles of the Ieſuytes, Ergo lay the 
Hugenotes , the leluytes 1nftruted 
hin tc macther the King . Surely a 
very fayre concluſion - Many youthes 
go to other {chooles, wherot ſome come 
afterward to comit criminall oftences , 
as erealons , murthers , thefts , and the 
like; 15 1t not a good argument & great 
realon , that for this their School-mai= 
ſters muſt be puniſhed or defamed ?

vndertakeit : He therenpon counſelled 
and perſwaded a young fellow that was 
his ſeruant,called1ohn de Tauregny borne 
in Biſcay , to performe this a& . But 
when this Iauregny was ready to goe a= 
bout it , theaforeſayd Fnafiro his may= 
ſer , got himſelfe outof the way. Iau- 
fegny with a piſtoll ſhot the Prince of 
Orange through the checkes , whereof 
he dyed not, but Iauregny was preſent- 
ly killed by ſome of the Prince his fer- 
uants : heerupon enquiry being made,

pins Timmerman ,a religious man of the 
order of $. Dowinicke . 'This Religious 
man was apprehended and asked what 
Tohn ae laxregny had vttered vato him 
in Confeflion .

Then can the body of Chriſt be 1n the 
Sacrament , But the Apoſtles among 
ſundry other great miracles which they 
had ſeene our Samour doe , whereof we 
tynd ſome written (though many of 
them were lett ynwritten) did alſo fee 
him worke {ome great miracles in his 
owne body , when heſo altered the na-

necellity was there then for them to put 
downe all thinges in wryting, whereas 
their expreſſe charge was to go ouer all ' 
the world,and preach,and baptize, and 
this may well be the caule that bur five 
of the twelve Apoſtles of chriſt haus 
written , and thoſe but brietly neyther ; 
and the other ſeauen not at all , or nor 
whereof we haue any notice. But nee 
yer wall I beheue, that any of the As. 
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oftles that have written, haue ever it? 


' rended , that their wrytings aboue ff. 


rcene hundreth years after their death, 
ſhould then firſt come to be truly inter- 
preted by a 19hw Calvin, or ſuch like, 
who in our miſerable dayes haue afflt- 
aed the whole Chriſtian world .
